Howev er, way back in abou t 19 41, I cam e 
across the ex istence of the Ware Grou p in 
Washington who were engaged in p lacing 
Commu nists in the most critical p ositions 
in the F ederal gov ernment.

Thu s 
the life cy cle of this p arasite is similar to 
that of the m alaria p arasite, which breeds 
in a mosqu ito's body . The disease is second 
only to m alaria in imp ortance among p a ra ­ 
sitic ills. 
At Western Reserv e u niv ersity in Clev e­ 
land, far from the nativ e hau nts of t h e 
p arasite, a research p roject is hu nting for 
a means to check it. The federal P u b l i c 
Health Serv ice is p rov iding fu nds, hav ing 
become interested when American troop s 
encou ntered the disease du ring the war. 
The scientists w ant to find a way to halt 
the disease withou t ev en ann o y i n g the 
snails. They hop e to discov er means to 
giv e the p arasite indigestion.

So comp etent was the work of the Nv e 
Committee, of Qu incy Howe’s m aterial and 
the “ F ortu ne” article, that any one w h o m ! 
they attacked and s m e a r e d was re ­ 
p u diated. 
Now, this Nv e committee p ossessed v ast 
p owers. It cou ld su bp oena the files of ev ery 
m anu factu rer in the United States whom it 
su sp ected of being engaged in the m a n u - 
factu re of a rm s and mu nitions; it cou ld in­ 
v estigate the relations of su ch m a n u fa ctu r­ 
ers with similar ones in Eu rop e.

A Mother's Diet in Pregnancy 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


THE proper diet is of importance 
at all times of life but it is never 
of g reater moment than during 
pregnancy. 
Studies of large groups of women 
have 
definitely 
established 
that 
there is a close relationship between 
the character of the mother’s diet 
and the development of the baby. 


Poor Diet 
For ex ample, it was found that 
when women are on a poor diet dur­ 
ing pregnancy, the number of early 
or premature births and stillbirths 
is higher than in women who re­ 
ceive a 
good 
diet. Furthermore, 
women who receive a good diet 


be done to insure proper diet during 
pregnancy. 
The following are the require­ 
ments for such a diet during preg­ 
nancy: It should consist of 2500 
caloric ■ or heat units, with 85 grams 
(about ’ ounces) of protein obtained 
from euch foods as meat, milk and 
egg« . Tliere should be 1 % grams of 
calcium coming from such foods as 
milk and cheese. There should be 
15 m : 1 grams of iron, which should 
be ob uned from such 
iron-rich 
food' as whole-grain cereals, meat, 
and livi r. It should supply 6000 units 
of nicotinic acid which is a part of 
vitamin C, 1.8 of vitamin B and 2 ’a 
of vitamin B-2, and 18 millig rams 
of nicotinic acid which is a part of 
the vitamin B-complex .
